More through the fault of the system 
than through the fault of election offi- 
cials, the enumeration of voters this year 
has been full of errors and omissions. 

In Edmonton alone, more than 1,000 
names had to be added to the list sub- 
mitted by enumerators. In 1944, 1,250 
names had to be thus added. 

Some of the particulars turned in by

misspelled. Initials were wrong. Descrip- 
tions of voters were in error. 

Most of the mistakes, of course, were 
due to the fact that enumerators are em- 
powered to take information about voters 
from almost anybody handy. A neighbor,

Victims 

Editor, Bulletin—We are living 
in an age of science and pro- 
gress. Are we? Yes, if we refer 
to machinery, industry § and 
materialism. But I say no, in 
regards to individual and social 
betterment, 


Medical science has plunged 
forward by leaps and bounds 
Until recently I thought it was 
for the service of humanity. Now, 
I'm beginning to doubt that it it. 
Right here in our modern city 
is a young girl who for more 
than twenty years has been crip- 
pled by poliomyelitis. Leading 
doctors now declare that sur- 
gery would make her walk again. 
Wonderful! Yes, it could be, but 
as !s usually the case of handi- 
capped people, she belongs to a 
family which can’t afford to pay 
the costly operations, nor several 
month's hospitalization. A num- 
ber of associations have been 
approached for financial assist- 
ance, It is understandable that 
such groups cannot help every 
handicapped person. The young 
girl in question has been rejected 
by these associations, on the 
grounds that she is over twenty- 
one and that they help only crip- 
pled children. 

Having read me thus far, many 
will think, “Well, what about the 
government? A Poliomyelitis 
Act was passed in 1938." True, 
but what an act! It states that 
financial and medical treatment 
is to be given to polio victims 
who have developed the disease 
since 1938, 

If there is a Poliomyelitis Act, 
why isn't it for all victims re- 
gardless of the year the disease 
was contracted, One reason given 
is that every act must have a be- 
ginning. So logical! Another is 
that if the act were for all vic- 
tims, several hundreds would 
have to be treated, Imagine that! 
Such a large number as com- 
pared with the total population 
of the province. It's inhuman! Is 
poliomyelitis a disease which had 
its ‘beginning in 1938? Then why 
should the Act help only those 
individuals who have fallen vic- 
tims to the disease since that 
time? If our government (prov- 
incial) is democratic, it is set up 
by the peopie and for the people; 
hence legisiature should strive to 
give equal opportunity to every- 
one. If so, then why are polio 
patients segregated into two 
groups—the 1938-48 victims who 
are given every chance of re- 
covery, while the prior-to-1938 
victims have all the odds against

them: namely—many of these pa- 
tients contracted the disease dur- 
ing the peak epidemic years 
1927, '28 and ‘29; at that time, its 
origin, development and cure 
were almost a complete mystery, 
hence many of these victims re- 
ceived little or poor treatment as 
judged in the light of present 
day knowledge concerning this 
dread disease; furthermore, cases 
which developed during the 
years 1927, ‘28 and ‘29, were 
severe ones which left most pa- 


tients crippled and _ physically 
handicapped. 

The young girl mentioned 
above, is one of these unfortu- 
nate victims, Is she, like so 
many others in her condition 
to remain crippled for life, be- 


cause we, the people, have let 
politicians enact a shameful, in- 
human law? The Poliomyelitis 
Act, when analysed, turns out 
to be a mere farce, set up to 
fool people, to have us believe 
that we have such a “progressive 
health service.”

Some Thinkers 


It is now more than a week 
since I read Dorothy Thomp- 
son's remarkable column on the 
young people who are putting 
their chances for surviva’ on 
Henry Wallace. Since this is a 
group which happens to include 
this reporter, I trust you will for- 
give the delay in the following 
comment. 

Miss Thompson, in her syn- 
dicated column, was second- 
ing the motion of Rebecca West 
who attended the Wallace con; 
vention and depicted his young 
supporters as “horrible.” 

Miss Thompson attempts to 
make the point that Wallace's 
younger supporters are victims 
of personal frustrations and re- 
volts, 

She called it a “remarkable 
assemblage of problem children.” 
Yet I venture that if a problem 
child is one who thinks the way 
to peace is not through making 
munitions, that equality is not 
possible when the Klu Klux Klan 
is being reborn, that real democ- 
racy is not possible when control 
of business is in the hands of the 
few—then a good many of us 
may be classified under that 
label. Problem children are not 
born, they're made. 

“Young people of this calibre 
congratulate each other that they 
are not like other boys and girls,” 
Miss Thompson suggests. 

“Instead, they live their lives 
on a ‘higher plane’ than the 
baseball - playing, date - making 
movie-going ‘Philistines’ who 
nevertheless, they unconsciously 
envy.” 

And that is a paragraph that 
seems to me to tell the whole 
story of America now, The 
youngsters with the brains and 
courage and idealism to protest 
are the victims of the muck-rak- 


ers like Miss Thompson The 
boys with the block letters on 
their sweaters, the lover of the 


Dodgers, the Real-Red-Blooded- 
American Boys who are brought 


up now to hate “the Reds” are 
the backbone of the nation, 

And, oh my, yes, we Canadians 
met those Americam by hun 
dreds Overseas. They had no 
more idea of what they were 
fighting for than what they were 
fighting against. Democracy to 
those Americans was Betty Grable 
and hot dogs and the World 
Series. And tens of thousands of 
them died without ever knowing 
what it was all about, 

What I would earnestly like to 
tell Dorothy Thompson is this: 
Don't use your immense influ- 
ence to kick down young Ameri- 
cans because they are “intellect- 
ual,” Miss Thompson, because 
there never was a time when 
America needed intellect more. 
Don't make fun of a boy or a 
girl who has guts enough to re- 
volt against things he feels are 
wrong, because America never 
needed revolt as she does now, 
Above all, don't confuse that 
healthy urge for change and im- 
provement with “psychological 
maladjustment,” 


Henry Wallace may be wrong. 
He probably will never get the 
chance to prove if he’s right, 
But you can't sneer at young 
people who believe in their hearts 
that he is the only hope for a 
world of peace and freedom for 
minorities, and whose alternatives 
are the professional politicians 
whose promises are material for 
joke books, 

Certainly I'll take my chances 
with the intellectual before I'll 
follow the baseball] player, No 
amount of date-making, movie- 
going, clean-cut Americans can 
have any meaning so long as 
they aren't willing or able to 
think for themselves, 

Keep these problem children 


on their “high plane,” Miss 
Thompson, and you can have 
all the young people who 
climb so easily on any car- 


ouse! merely because it plays the 
loudest tune

Moscow is intensifying its drive 
to communize southeast Asia, 
that vast and strategic theatre in- 
cluding Burma, the Malay Penin- 
sula, French Indo-China and In- 
donesia 

This intensification comes as 
the Communist offensive in 
Europe has been slowed to a 
crawl by the vigorous resistance 
of the western powers. Thus we 
can look on it in part as a matl- 
ter of cause and effect. However, 
I believe we must attach more 
significance than that to the de- 
velopment, for the signs seem to 
read that the weight of the Com 
munist world revolution will be 
shifted to the Far East 

In short, the indications are 
that Asia may become the major 
battle ground between Com- 
munism and democracy. 

The Communists indicated the 
importance of this oriental of- 
fensive recently when it became 


known that a Far East Com- 
munist information bureau had 
been established at Bangkok, 


Siam. This eastern cominform sup- 
plements the European organiza 
tion that is generally regarded 
as having been created to take 
the place of the Comintern, or 
general staff for world revolu 


ion 

As might be expected, Indo- 
nesia is coming in for a particu- 
larly heavy assault by the Com- 
munists. The Netherlands govern 
ment having announced plans for 
establishment of an ‘ndependent 
United States of Indunesia oo 
1949, this is the witching hour for 
the Reds to create as much cou 
fusion as possible and so keep 
the situation fluid untii Commu 
nism can establish a Soviet state 

In the midst of the confusion 
the Communists have launched a 
heavy offensive, The over-all 
campaion is directed bv the Com 


inform in Bangkok but « Moscowe 
trained Javanese jeadership is or- 
Zanizing youth in revolutionary 
methods, The Red influence is in- 
creasing and Java is the centre of 
the Communism 

There is a People’s Democratie 
Front which is formed of all left- 
ist parties, and this is dominated 
by the Communists. The trade 
union influence also is increasing 
and the unions are affiliated with 
the Communists, 

The governments outside the 
republic are sald to have request- 
ed The Netherlands to establish 
an interim government to bridge 
the gap between now and the 
setting up of the projected United 
States of Indonesia next year.

Herman (Babe) Ruth, considering the thousands and 


written by those who sat behind home plate while his 
amazing career unfolded. 

On the other hand it’s satisfying to offer a few 
thoughts in tribute to a man who so shaped the destiny 
of baseball, especially in the trying days that immediately 
followed the 1919 Black Sox scandal.

‘Happy’ Felsch, ‘Swede’ Risberg, Eddie Cicotte, ‘Shoeless

‘ Agreed the late great first commissioner of baseball, 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, also worked overtime to 
rub out the black mark placed on baseball when Felsch 
and his pals fell for the wiles of the gamblers, 

But Landis couldn't possibly have influenced 
the man and the boy in the street the way the ‘waif 
from Baltimore’ was fated to.

‘Babe’ Ruth had this extra something with plenty to 
spare, 
Some day those who make a study of such things 
may arrive at the reason for certain athletes being born 
with such perfect aptitude for a sport as to never make 
a mental mistake, even under great pressure. The late 
‘Babe’ Ruth was one of whom it was said “he never threw 
to the wrong base, never made the wrong play.” 

And yet he was by no means a mental giant. 

Except for a smattering of formal education re- 
ceived in a Baltimore industrial school he went his 
way largely unarmed where ‘learnin’’ was concerned 
But it didn’t matter. He could thump and throw that 
baseball. It paid off.

Lou Gehrig, Too 


It seems only yesterday that Ruth and Lou Gehrig, 
another great star whose untimely death shocked the 
sports world a few years back, were the most murderous 
gents in New York Yankees’ famed ‘Murderers Row’. 

Big men they both were. giants in stature and giants 
in accomplishment. Almost incredibly both are gone, 
Gehrig, particularly, long before his time, 

In each case a crippling disease first reduced them 
to helplessness before death came. 

@ They won't be forgetting ‘Babe’ Ruth for a long 
time to come. He left his name in the record books in 
too many places. But for all this he’ll be missed for 
many other reasons. 

In the United States, particularly, sports heroes rate 
a homage scarcely approached by the greats in other 
lines. 

And in Ruth's case here was ‘the greatest Roman 
of them all.’
